6. To see ifthe town will vote to exempt the manufac- 
turing establishment of the F. E. Belden Mica Mining 
Company, and the capital used in operating the same, from 
taxation for a term not exceeding ten years. 

7. To hearthe reports of agents, auditors, and other 
officers heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating 
thereto.

School Report. 


In presenting to the citizens of Rumney my annual re- 
port of the schools, it is gratifying to say there has been an 
improvement from last year. They have been under the 
instruction of teachers who realized the responsibility rest- 
ing upon them, as those who are aiding to form the charac- 
ter of youth. There has been a desire on the part of the 
scholars generally to advance the standard of their schools 
and they have been successful. It is not necessary for me 
to mention each school or teacher in detail. No other 
public servants of the town are annually complimented or 
discredited by published personal remarks. 

The maintenance of good order in the school room is one 
of the requirements demanded of every teacher, and we 
can truly say that the order in all of our schools has been 
excellent, especially in the Grammar and Depot schools. 
The authority of the teacher, I feel sure, has been exer- 
cised with moderation and prudence, accompanied with 
dignity and impartiality. Order is a necessity. It can 
best be maintained by the parents cheerfully surrendering 
their power and authority to, and a hearty cooperation 
with, the teacher in the methods used. When these duties 
have been fully performed, then, and only then, are the 
teachers responsible for the success of the schools. 

To have good schools requires not only good teachers, 
but the hearty cooperation of the parents with the teacher. 
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Parents cannot take too deep an interest in the welfare of 
the schools, for in them to a great degree are laid the 
foundations of the mental, moral and physical character of 
their children. 

During the past year we have maintained six schools of 
thirty weeks each. This year as in former years the 
scholars have been brought from the Payne district to the 
Quincy school and from Doetown to the village. The 
Quincy school is now in session, owing to a short summer 
term. ‘The daily attendance in most of our schools has 
been fairly good yet not up tothe standard. One of the 
great, if not the greatest, evils of our schools is the lack of 
punctuality in attendance; an evil to which we would 
earnestly call the attention of all parents. What is the 
cause and who is responsible for this state of affairs? 
Surely the responsibility cannot be laid upon the teachers. 
When we reflect that the great mass of our population re- 
ceive their entire education in our common schools, we are 
‘ led to consider the importance of a faithful attendance on 
the part of the pupils. 

We think it a duty to publicly express our gratitude to 
the teachers for their faithful and untiring labor in their 
school work. It has not been confined to six hours a day; 
they spend many hours each week outside the schoclroom 
in preparation for the next day, in correcting written 
lessons and in many other ways to benefit their schools. 
Of the scholars it should be said, with a few exceptions, 
their good behavior is worthy of special mention. We are 
glad to note an increase in the number of visits of parents 
and friends to the different schools. One register notes 
eighty-four visits during the school year. : 

Children are encouraged by parents manifesting interest 
in their work, and we wish we could say something in this 
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connection that would stimulate parents to see to it that 
their children are present every day of the entire year. 
The child who is absent two or three days in a week loses 
interest in his work, gets behind his class, adds to the 
labor of his teacher, and is a great hindrance to the 
school. We have continued the custom of giving roll of 
honor badges for punctual attendance. ‘The number on 
the roll of honor for the present year shows an increase 
over last year. 

In conclusion permit me to extend my thanks to parents, 
teachers, and scholars for the courtesy they have always 
shown me during my connection with the schools of 
Rumney.
